As ve lived Dear the road, ve often hud ihelrarellerorstrHiger 
yiail OS to taale trar goseberry-wlne , for whicb we h»d gwat re- 
pnlalion; and I proress vitli the reracilf of an historian, that I 
never koev one orihemflnd AnltvilhlL Onrconsins too, even 
tothefortietbrenioTe, all remembered their alBnlif , iritbont an; 
help from the herald's office, and came very frequently to see ns. 
Some of (hem did ns no great faenonrbj these cUigisot kindred; 
as ve had flie blind, tiie maimed, and the halt amongst the 
nainber. However, my wife always insisted that as they were 
the same flesh and blood, they shonld sit with ns at the same 
table. So that if we had not very rich, we geDerallj had very 
happy friends about na; for this remark will bold good throng 
life, that the poorer the gnest, ibe better pleased he ever is with 
being treated : and as some men gaie with admiration at the co- 
lours of a tulip ; or the wing of bntterfly , so I was by natnre an 
admirer of bappy human faces. liowaTer, when any one of our 
relations was Grand to be ■ person of very bad character, a trouble- 
some goest, or one we desired to get rid of, npon bis leaving 
myhonse, I ever took caretolendhknaridiDgcoat, orapairof 
boots, or sometimes a horse of small value, and I always bad the 
sattat^ctfon of Boding he never came back to return thera. By 
this the house was cleared of sneh as we did not like; bnl never 
vas the family of Wake vie r.o known to bim the traf elter or the 
poor dependent ool of doois. 

Thos we lived several years in aalate of mneh happiness, not 
hut that we Bontetimes bad those little oAa which Providence 
sends to enhance the vaioe of its favours. Hy orchard was often 
robbed by school-boys, andmy wife's custards plundered by the 
cats or the ebildren. The 'Squire would sometimes ftiil asleep 
in the most patbello parts of my sermon , or bis lady return my 
wife's civilities at church with a mntilated courtuy. But we soon 
got over the nneaslaess caused by such accidents , and nsnadj in 
three or four days began to wonder bow they veud us. 

My obildren, the ofbpring of temperance, as theywM«edi»- 
caled without sofloess, so they were at once well formed and 
healthy; my aons hardy and active, my daughters beantlftil and 
blooming. When I stood b the midst oflheliltlecircte, which 



promised to be the si^tporis of ni; decUniug age , 1 could not avoid 
repealing thg famous sloty of Coaot Abeasbei^, who, Id Henrf 
the Secood'B progress Ihrougb Germaoj , wbile other courtiers 
canie vith their tieBsnres , brought bis thirlj-twociiildren, and 
presented them to his sovereign as ibe most valuable otrertng he 
had to bestow. Id this maoiier, though I bod but six, I con- 
sidered them as a very valuable present made to mj country, and 
Gousequeutli looked upon it as my debtor.

In less thau another year 
we had anoihec daughter , and uow I was determiued that Grissel 
should be her name; but a rich relatiou taking a fancy to stand 
godmother, the girl was, by her directions, called Sophia: so 
thai ve had two romantic names in the family ; but I solemuly pro- 
test 1 bad no band In It. Uoses was our ueit, and after an interval 
of twelve years , we had two sons more. 

II would be fruitless to deny exultation when I saw mjIitUe ones 
obouime; but the vanity and Uiesatisfactionof my wife were even 
greater than mine. When our visitors wqulj say, "Well, upon 
mj word , airs. Primrose . you have (lie Gnest children iu the whole 
country!" — "Ay, neighbour," she would answer, "they are 
as heaven made them , handsome euough , if they be good enough ; 
for handsome is that handsome does." And then she would hid 
the girls hold up their heads; who, to coocesl nothing , werecer- 
laiuly very handsome. Alere outside is so very triQioga clreutn- 
stance with me , tbal I should scarcely have remembered to raeu- 
tion it, had it not been a general topic of conversalion in the 
country. Olivia, now about eighteen, had that luiurlaney of 
beauty, wilh which painters generally draw Hebe ; open, sprightly, 
and commanding. Sophia's features were not soslrihlngat first, 
but often did more certain eiecullun ; for they were soft, modest, 
and alluring. The one vanquished by a single blow, the other by 
efforts successfully repeated.

■erious. Bui these qualities were nerer carried lo eii:ess in either, 
and I have oRen seen them exchange characters for a whole day 
together. A suit oF mourning has transformed my coquet iulo a 
prnde, and a new set of ribands has given ber younger sfsier 
more than natnral Tivaeity. Hj eldest sou George ^s bred al 
Oiford, asllntcndedhimfor one of the learned profcssIoM. Hy 
second boy Moses , whomldesignedrorbusiness, reeeivedasan 
ormisecllaneons education at home. Bal ills needless to altempt 
describing the particular characters of young people that lud 
seen bulvery little of Iheworid. In short, a family likeness pre- 
Tailed throngh all, and properly speaking, they bad bnl one 
character , ihaiof being all equally generous, credulous, simple, 
and inolTensive. 

CHAPTER H. 

Til R temporal eoneems of our femlly were chieQy committed to 
my wife's management; as to the spiritual, I look them entirely 
under my own direction. The profits of my living, which am ousted 
to but lliirly-fire pounds a year , 1 made OTer to the orphans and 
widows of the clergy of our dioce<!e ; for having a fortune of my 
own, I was careless of [cmporalities , and felt a secret pleisur« 
in doingmjdnty without reward.

(his purpose, inhisown whimsical manner, he travelled through 
Europe oo foot, and now, thongh he has scarcely attained the 
age of thirty, his circumstances sremore afDncnlihan ever. At 
present, his bounties are more rallonal and moderate than befora; 
but still be preserves the character of a humonriat , and fiuds most

I and he tiiat read londasl , disliacteit and best 
was Id have a hairpenny on Sunday to put in the poor's boi. 

Whieo Smiday came, it was indeed adaj of Qoery, wfatchall 
tny snmplvary edicts could not restrain. BawweIJ soever I fancied 
my leptures against pride bad conquered the nnily oFniy dangh- 
lera, yet 1 feuud ^em still secretly attached lo all iheir former 
Gneryi Ihey sliU loved laces, ribands, bugles, and catgut; 
m; wife henelf relained a papswtforberBnmsoDpadnaso;, be- 
cause I formerly happened lo sa; it became her. 

The Grst Snuday iu particular tlieir behaviour served to mortify 
me; I bad desired my girls the preceding night to be drest early 
theiteit day; fpr I always loved to be at church a good while before 
the rest of the congregation.

This remoDSlrance had the proper effect; they wnnt with great

lliem ID the sune house vflh as , or !d (be eame tiOtge , et sUil 
brther off, in the melropolfs. Nov, Sir, for mj own part, as I 
oalarajlj bale the hee ot ■ tjcaHt, the firtber off he Is removed 
rromine, thebetlerfileMeilaiiil. Ihegensralitf ofman^Ddare 
also of mf WSJ of lUnbiDg, nd b»e nnanimouslf created ooe 
liiug, wbose electioQ at once dlmlDlsbea the Dumber of tjrsnta, 
and puis l]rrann; at the greatest distance from tbe greatest number 
of people. Now tbe great \rho were tjraDls tbemselves before tbe 
election of one liraot, are naturalljavcrse toa power raised otdt 
them, and ^riiose weight mnsi ever lean heaviest on the Eubordioaie 
ordeia. It is the interest of tbe great, therefore, to diminish 
idnglf power as much as passible; because whatever tbe; take Erow 
that is oatarallf restored to themaelves; and all they have to do fa 
the sUte, Is to undermine the singie t;rant, by which the; resume 
tbeir primBval authorit;. Now the state msf be so circumstanced, 
or lulswsmaf be 80 disposed, oriisiaeDoft^nlenceso minded, 
as all locon^rfTelncarrjiDgoD this business of uadenniningmo- 
narriij. Fur, la the first place , if the cIrcumstaDces of our stat« 
b«sucb, as ta&TOur the aecomuIatioD of wealth, and make the 
opulent BliU more rich, this will increase their ambition. Aaai>- 
cumnlation of-weaith, however, must necessarii; be the eoo- 
seqneuee, when, as at present, more riches Bow in ftomeitemal 
commerce Ihan arise from internal indnstr;; for eitemal com- 
meree cad odI; be managed to advantage bj tbe licfa , and the; 
have also at the same time all the emoluments aiislngfrom fnlsnial 
indostrj | so thai ib« rieSi , with us , have two sonroes of wealth, 
whereas the poor have but one. For this reason, wedth, in all 
commeKisI states, Is found to acenmnlate, and all snc^ have 
hitherto in time become srfstoeratlcal. 

"Again, the very laws also of dils couotr^ma]' contribute to 
the sMamoIailen of wealth ; as when by ^tr means tbe natural 
ties Ifaat bind the rich and poortsgether are broken, and it is or- 
dained, that the rich shall onlymarrywithlbe rtsb; or when the 
learned sic held noipulified to serve tbdr ceontry as conngdlcH^ 
merely from s defect of opulence , and wealth is thus made the 
abject of a wise man's ambition ,- b; these means , I say, and such 
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mean* at Ihesa, ricbM viD KOTmiilite. PTov Ihe posMssor of 

MOUMdaled wealth, when ftiniished with the necessaries and 
plMStirasof lUb, bis no oUier method toemplojtbesuperflaitf of 
bis fortone but la punbasing power. TbalU, differeotl; speakiog, 
in maluDg dependaRis, bjparefaasiDg the Ubertj of the ncedj or 
the veual , of men who are willing to l>ear tbe mortiBciLioD of con- 
tiguous tjrannf for bread. Thna each very opulent roan generallj 
gathers roaod him a circle of the poorest of the people ; and ILe 
poiitf atxinndiog In accumulated wealth, maf be compared lo a 
Cartesian sjalani, eacb orb with a Tortei of its own. IhoGe, 
however, who are willing to move ia a great man's rorlei, are 
odIj such as must be slaves, the rabble of mankind, whose aools 
and whose education are adapted to aerrltade, and who know 
nothing of lii>ert]r except the name. 

"But, Iheremust still be a lai^anmber of the people wiiboat 
tbe apbereof the opulent man's influeuee, namelf, that order of 
men which Bal>sists between the Terj ricb and the ver; rabble ; 
those men who are possessed of too large fortnne* to submit to the 
nelghbottiing man in power, and jet are too poor to set ap for tj- 
rannf themselres. In this middle order of mankind are generally 
(o be found all the arts, wisdom, and virtues of societf. This 
orderalonelsknawn to he the trae preserver of freedom, and may 
be called the People. Kow it may liappen that this middle order 
of manldnd may lose all its influence in a state, and its voice l)e 
in amannerdrownedfn thatoftherabhle: for if the fortune sofB- 
cient for qnalifylng a person at present to give his voice tn atate 
affairs , be ten times less than was jodged sufficient npon ttormliig 
the coDStitntlon , it is evident that greater numbers of tlie rabble 
will thus b4 introduced Into the political system, and they ever 
moring In the vortei of the great, will follow where greatoess shall 
direct. In such a state, therefore, all that the middle order has 
left, is to preserve the prerogative and privileges of the one prin- 
cipal goveruiM-, with the most sacred circumspection. For hs di- 
vides the power of the rich, and calls olT the great from falliug with 
tenfold weight on the middle order placed beneath them. The 
middle order may be compared to a town of which tbe opulent are 
forming the siege, and which the governor from without is hasten-

lug (he relief. Wfalle Ihe beategeis are in dread of an eaemf over 
them. It is hot oatatal to oQer Ihe townsmeD die most specious 
tetms; toDatler them will) sounds, and amase them with priTi- 
leges; batlf they oocedefeat thegovernorfrDmlKhind, thewalla 
of the towD will be but a small defence to its inbabitaDls. What 
the; at] then eipect, maj be seen b; tarniDg our eyes to Holland, 
Genoa, or Venice, where the laws govern the poor, aod ihe rich 
govern the law. I am then for, and would die for, moDarcbf, 
sacred mooarcbj; for if there be anything sacred amangst meii, 
it must be the anointed sovereign of his people, and ever; dlmi- 
uation of hia power in war or in peaee, is an infringement upon 
the real liberties of the subject. Thesonudsoflibertf, patriotism, 
and Britoos, have already done much; Ills to he hoped that the 
true sons of freedom will prevent Uielr ever doing more. 1 have 
known many of those pretended champions forliherlylnmy lime, 
yet do I not remember one that was not Id his heart and In his fa- 
mily a tyrant." 

My warmth I fonod bad leogtheaed this harangue beyond Ihe 
rules of good breeding; but the impatience of my entertainer, who 
ofteu strove lointerrnpt it, could be restrained no longer. "What," 
cried he, "then I have been all this while entertaining a Jesuit in 
parson's clothes; bnt by all Ihe coal-mines ofCoruwall, oat be 
shall pack, ifmy name be Wilkinson."

— The severitj of this rebuke I 
bore patieotlf , l>ecauselkneiritwas just. Hj vhole eqiectalioDS 
now, therefore, Isjio mj letter to the great rasa. As the doors of 
Ihe ndiilit; are almost ever beset with beggars, all read; to thrust 
in some sly petition , 1 found ft no eisjr matter to gain admiiiance. 
However , after bribiug the servants with half mj worldij fottone, 
I was at last shewn into a spacious apartment, mj letter being 
previoDsIf sent up for his lordship's inspectiou. During this 
•oilona ioterral 1 had full time to look round me. Every thing was 
grand and of happy eonlrivance: the paintings, the furniture , the 
gildings pelriGed me with awe, and raised my idea of the owner.

"HTPBUeDce,"continoedni;soD, "was DOW quite etbamted: 
Blung witb the IboDsend IndlgDilies I hni met with, 1 was willing 
to cast myself away, and only vanled Ilie gulpb (0 receive me. 
I regarded myself aa one of those vile ihiriEs that aatnre deslgaed 
should be thrown by into her lumber-room , there to perish in 
obscurity. I had still, however, bslf a guinea left, aud of that 
I thought fortune hereelfshould not deprive me ; but in order to be 
sure of this, I was resolved to go instantly and spend it while I 
had it, and then trast lo occurrences for tbe rest.

observed that I always foi^ot the meanness of my drcumstavHs 
when I could converse upon each subjects) , from bim I learued 
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Iliat there vera sot Iwo mKt in Mg whole notTershf who iiitder- 
Btood Greek. Ihia ueaied me. I inBlaniliregolfed to travel lo 
Louviiu, BDd there live bj teaching Greek; aad tn tkis deMgn I 
was heartened b; m; brother student, vho threw eM some biota 
(hat a fortaae might be got hj it. 

I set boldlf fonrard Ibe neil morning. Every daj lessened the 
biirlben or rar moveables, like Msof and his basket ef bread; 
for I paid them far ni; lodgings to the Dutch as I Irarelkd on. 
Wben I came to Louvsin , I was resolved not to go stteaking-to the 
lower professors, bat openly tendered mj talents to the principal 
himsrif. I went, had admittance, and offered blm my service 
as a maeier of ilie Greek laagnage , which I bad been told was a 
desideratum in his university. The principal seemed at Rrsl 
to donbt of my abiliiieEi but of these I offered to convince bim, 
bytunuDgapartofanyGrc^aiithorbesboaldfiiupoD into Latin. 
Finding me perfectly earnest in my proposal, he addressed me 
thus: Von see me, young man, continued he, I never learned 
Greek , and I don't find that I have ever missed it. I have had a 
doelor's cap and gown wilbont Greek ; I have ten thonssnd florins 
s year without Greek; I eat heartily without Greek; end in t^hbrt, 
continued he , as 1 don't know Greek , I do not believe there is any 
good fn It. 

I wu DOW leo far from home (o think of retnming; so I 
iCMilved to go forward. I bad some knowledge of mnsie, ivith 
a loleisble voice, and now turned what was my amnseraeni into 
a present moans of subaisleiKe. I passed among the harmless 
peasants of Flanders , and among such of the French as were poor 
enough to be very merry; for I ever found them sprightly In 
proportion lo their wants. Whenever 1 approached a peasant's 
hoDSe towards night-fall, I played one of my most merry tnnes, 
and that procured me not only a lodging bnt subsistence for the 
nen day. I once or twice attempted lo play for people of faehlon; 
but they always thoo^t my performince edions, and nei'er 
rewsrded me even with a MOe. This was to me the mere 
eiirsordinary, as wheawer I used in beUer days to play fbr 
company, when playing was my masement, my music never 
failed t« throw them into raptores, and the ladies especially;

• proof bow ready tbe vorid Is to nndeirale Ibose Uleols bj vUcfa 
a m|Q is supported. 

u this minaer I proceeded lo Paris wltb no design but JDsl to 
look about me, todlheDtogaronTard, Tlie people of Paris are 
much fonder of strangers thai have money ifaia of those that have 
wit. As I CDuid Dot boast much of eiUier, I was do great faToorite. 
After waikiug about the town four or five days , and seeing the 
onlsides of the best bouses, I was preparing to leave this retreat 
of rena] hospitality , when passing through one of the principal 
streets , whom should I meet but our consin to whom yon first 
recommended me. This nteeliDg was very agreeable to ma, and 
I believe not displeasing lo him, He inquired into tbe nature of 
my journey to Paris , and infonned me of his own bustuess there, 
which was to collect pictures, medals, intaglios, and anliqaes 
of all kinds , for a gentleman iu London , who had just slept fnlo 
taste and a large fortune. 1 was the more surprised at seeing our 
consin pitched upon for this office, as be bimselfhadoflen assured 
me be knew nothing of tbe matter. Upon asking how be had beeo 
taught (he an of a cogooscenlo so rery suddenly, be assured ma 
that nothing was more easy.

If the ehamploB opposes wiUi 
an; djiterilj, he can daim a gratnitfla maaey, adtnuia-, and a 
bed mr one ni^t. In this manner therefore I fongb mfwaj to- 
wards England , walked along from cit; to dty, euminad man- 
hind more oearif , and , If I ma; so eipress it , saw both sides of 
the picture. Mj remarks, howcTer, are bat fbw: I found Ihat 
monatchjwBS the beet goTNnmeni for the poor to life in, and 
ccmmonweallbs for the rich. I fonnd that riches in general were 
In ever; counlrf another name for freedom ; and Uiat no man is so 
fond of Hberff hinisetr as not to be desiroos of subjecting tlu will 
of aome individuals insocEetj to his own. 

"Opon mjarrival Id England, I resolved to pay m; respects 
lint to yoB , and then to enlist as a volnnlecr in the Brst cipedition 
that was going forward; but en m;jonnief down mf recwlntiens 
were changed, by meellug an old acquaintance, who I fbund 
belonged to a compaoj of comedians that were golag lo make a 
Btimmer campa^ in the country. The companj seemed not muiA 
todisapproveofmeforanasaoeiate. Tbejall, however, apppiTed 
nie of the Importance of the task at which I aimed; that the pnUic 
was a many-beaded monster, and that onlj such as bad verj good 
besds could please it: that acting was not lo be learal in a day, 
and that without some iradittonel shrsgs iriiich had been en the 
stage, and only on tiie stage, these hundred years, IcoddneiBr 
pretend to please.

Aji4 this, but not the incresslDg punUhmenls , isUie 
way lomendasliile: nor can 1 avoid even questioning the validity 
of that right which social combinations have assumed oT capitally 
piiniahing offences of a slight nature. In eases ofnurder their 
right is obvious, as it is the duty oJ db all, from the lav of self- 
defence, to cut off that man who baa sliewD a dlsieprd for the life 
ofanolber. ^ainstsuch, all nature arises in arms; butitlanel 
so against him who gteols my propetiy. Nataraj law gives me no 
ri^ to take ewsy his life, as by that the'herse be steals is as much 
bis property as mine. If, then, 1 have any right. It ninal ho 
from a compact made between us , that be who deprives the other 
of Ills liorse ahaQ die. But this is a false compact; becabae no 
juDuhasarighttn barter bis life any more than to lake it away, as 
it is not bis own. And beside, the compact is Inadequate, and 
would be set aside even in a court of modem eqaiiy, sa there ia a 
great penalty for a >ery MOlDg coavenience, since 11 Is fax better 
that two mes should live, than Hut ooe miw should ride. Bute 
compact that is false between two men. Is equally so between a 
bnudred, or a hundred Uiousaod ; for as ten millions of circles can 
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never make a iqnue , so Ihe uiiled voice of mjcia^ eaonot lead 
(be smallest foiuidaliOD to lalsAood. It h Uiui ihU nasoD speaks, 
aod DBlalored niliire sajs the ■ime Ifalng. Sav^es tttt an di- 
lected bj Mtanl law tlone, are Teiy tender of the Uvei of eaek 
other; thq seldom shed blood bat lo retaliate fiHmercnidtr. 

Oar iaaa aiiceslon, Qeree as they vera hi wir, had but 
few eieentioiis In times of peace; ind Id all commeDdng gmw*- 
mcDta (bat hare Ou print of n^nre still strong upon diem, seareelf 
anj crime Is held capital. 

II Is amoi^ the dtlieiis of a reOned commnnJ^ that penal tans. 
vhjcb era in the hands <rf the rich, are laid npon the poor. 60- 
verameat, while it grows ddw, seems to acqidre the mofoseness 
of age; andasifourpropeitjwenbecomadearerlnpropordonis 
It increased, as if the more enormous oar weahb the mora eilen- 
sire our feais, all our possessions are paled np with new edicts 
cTenrdajr, and himg round with gjliliels to scare em; inrader. 

I camwt tell vlwUier it Is (him Hie nnmber of dot penal laws, 
or the Hceniionsnesa of onr people, that this counti; sboold 
shew more cuiTicts In a jeir, Ifani half (lie domintoai <^&iuope 
united. Perhaps it Is owing lo both ; br they mntnally produce 
each otlwT. Wben, bj indlsertmbiste penai laws, a naUon beholds 
the same panidiment alBied to dissimilar d^rees of gnDi, &om 
IWTcelring no distinction in the penaltj , the people an led to lose 
an sense of distinction in the crime , and this distlnetion Is the 
bulwark of all moraU(]i: thus the molUlnde trf laws produce new 
Tiees, and new Ttcea Mil for fresh resorts.

Instead olt 
cenvwllng correction ln(o Tsogeance , It wen to be wished (bat we 
tried (he reslrictiTe arts of goTemment, and madelaw(bepn(ee- 
tor, but not the Ijrant of the people. We should tben And (bat

tortures, lest luiury should feel a momeotary pang, might. If 
property treated , saire to sinew the elate in times of danger; thai 
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are ao base as that pers«TcraBee etnnot amend ; that • maD ma;

"Whj man shonid thus feel pain, whj onr wfelcfaedneas 
should be requisite in the Tormation of universal fellcitj; why, 
when all other BTSteins are made perfect by the perlecUoD of their 
sabordinale parts, the great system should require tor Its per- 
fecilon parts (bat are not only saboidinate lo others, bol imperfect 
Id themselves; these are questions thai never cau be explained, 
and might be useless If linown. On this subject Providence has 
thought fit to elude our euilosity, salislled with granting us mo- 
tives lo coDsolation. 

la this situatlou , man has called lu the filendly assistance of 
philosophy, aud heaven , seeing the Incapacity of that to console 
him, has given him the aid oF religion. The consolations of pbl- 
losophyare very amusing, bnt often fallacious. It tells us that 
life Is filled with comforts, if we will but enjoy them ; and oa the 
other hand, that though we unavoidably have miseries here, life 
is short, and they will soon be over. Thus do these rousoiatlons 
declioy each other; for if life fe a place of comfort its sbortoess 
must be misery, and If It be long onr griefs are prolraeled. Thus 
phliosophy is weak; but religion comforts In a higher strain. 
Han is bere , it tells us , fitting up his mind , and preparing it for 
another abode. Wbrn the good nun leaves the body and is all a 
glorious mind, he will find he has been making himself a heaveD 
of happiDess hero, while the wretch that has beea maimed and 
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conUmlnaled bj bis Ttees , shriiikB from hia bod; wllh terror, snd 
finds ibat he lusutUcIpatedtlieT«ngeuiceofheaTeD. To religion 
(hen ve most bold in Bverj clTcomsUnce of life for oar IraeBt com- 
Tort; for ITBlraadfwe an btppj, ft is ■ pleasure to think that ve 
canmoke that happlDeesuDeDiliag; aaditve are miserable, itis 
verj eoDSoling to Ibiuk that there U a place of rest. Thus to lb« 
fortunate religion holds oat a coutiunance of blits, to the wretched 
a change from pain. 

"But though religion is very kind to all men , It has promised 
peculiarrewatdBto tbeimhappi; tbesiek, tbenaked, the hotise- 
less, ilie beavj-iaden, and the prisoner have ever most frequent 
promises tn our sacred law. The anthor of our religion every 
where professes himself the wretch's friend, anduuliketbe Mae 
ones of this world , beatows all his caresses apon the forlorn. Tlie 
uuthinkiag hafe censured this as partialit;, as a preference vithonl 
merit to deserve it. But thej never reOect, that it is not in litt 
power even of heaven itself to make the offer of uiiceasiug felicitj 
as great a gift to the happy as to the inlserable. To the Qrst eter- 
Dilj is but a single blessiug, since at most it but lucreases what 
tbey Dlready possess. To the latter it i> a donhle adtantage; for 
it diiiiiuisbes their paiu here, and rewards them with heavenli 
bliss hereafter, 

" But Provideneo is in another respect kinder to the poor than 
the rich; for as it thus makes the life after death more desirable, 
so it smooths the passage there. The wretched have had a long 
familiarity wilh every face of terror. The man of sorrows lays him- 
self quietly down, without possessions to regret, andbutl^w ties 
to stop his depailure: bs feels only nature's pang in the final sc- 
paraljun, and this is no way grealep than he has often fainted 
luder before; foraneracerUindegreeof pnfn, every new breach 
that death opens in the constitution, nature kindly covers wilh 
insensibility, 

"Thus Providence 1ms given the wretched two advantages over 
the happy in this life, greater feiicttyin dying, and tn heaven all 
that superiority of pleasnre which arises from contrasted en- 
joymeut, And this saperiority, my friends, is no small advantage, 
and seems to be one of the pleasures of the poor man In the pfr- 
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nble ; for thon^ he wu alraadj Id betven , ud Ml sU tbe n^ 
tares it Mold give, je( it wu mcDtloncd as an additkn to his 
bapplness , thai he had once been wretehed , and nor was com- 
forted; that he had known what Itvat lobe miaenhh, aoditow 
felt what it was to be happ;. 

"Thus, m; friends, jon see, Teliglon does what ptdlosophj 
could never do; It shews Ibe equal dealings of heaven lotbeliappf 
and the onhappj, and levels all fanman cnjoymenls to aearlj the 
same standard. It gives to both rich and poor the wme happiness 
bereattei , and eqnal hopes to aspire after it ; bnt if Ibe rich hava 
the advaaloge of enjojing pleasure here , Ibe poor have the endiess 
salltfactlon of knoiring what it was oace to be mlMfable. wben 
crowned with endless felicltj Iwreafler; and even thon^ tUs 
should be called a small advantage, jet being as eternal one, it 
mast moke np bf duration what the temporal happiness irfliie great 
ma; have eiceeded hj inteoseBesa. 

"These are therefore the consolations which ibe wretched have 
pecnllar to themselTeB, and in wliich the; are above the rest of 
roaaklod ; In other respects tfaej are below them. Thef who woold 
know the miseries of Uie poor , must see life and eadnre it. To 
declaim on the temporal adranlages the; enjo;, is onl; repeating 
what none either believe or practise. Hie men who have the ne- 
cessaries of living are not poor , and the; who want Ihem must he 
miserable. Yes, my Mends, we mnsi 1m miserable. No vain 
effortsofarefinedlmaglDatioQcaDSDOIhe the wants of nature, can 
give elastic sweetness to thedank vapour of a doDgeon , or ease to 
llie throbhings of a broken heart. Let the pliiloiopher from his 
conch of softness tell ns Uiat we con resist aimieae. AlasI the 
effort b; which we resial them is still Ibe greatest pain ! Death is 
slight, and an; man ma; sustain It; but torments are dreadhl, 
and these no man can endure. 

"Tons (hen, m; Mends, ihepmmisesofhappiDessiDbeavn 
■heidd ba pecnUarl; dear; for if our reward be in this hh shme, 
we aredMBfaideed of bU men Ibe most miserable. Whenllook 
round tiwM gloomf walls, made lolerriiy, as well BStocoDBoe 
ns; tUs U^t that onl; servei to show the hwrors of the placet 
these shackles that qrann; has Imposed, or crime made neces- 
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Hrj ; vben I Burvej iLese emaciated looks, and hear those groans, 
1 mj Mends , vhat a glorious eichanga voold heiTen be for 
tbese. To Dj ihrongh regions nnconfined as air, lo bask in the 
sonsbiDeoreternal bliss, bi csrol over endless bjmas of praise, to 
have no mssier to threaten or loaull us , bnt the formotGoodDess 
himself for ever in our ejes; when I thiols oflheee things, death 
becomes the messenger of verj glad lidiags; when I thiok ariheae 
things, bissharpest arrow becomes the staff of mjsnpport; vben 
I think or these things , what is there in life worth haviag; when 
I think of these things , what Is there that shonld not be spnmed 
awaji kings In their palaces shonld groan for gnch adTaniages; 
but we, bumbled as we are, should yeain for them. 

"And shall these things be ours? Onrs thejwIUcertafnlf beif 
we but try for them ; and whatisa comTort, weareshut oatfroiB 
manj temptations that woold retard our puTSuit, Ooij let us (rj 
for them and ibej will certalDl; he ours , and what is stilt a com- 
fort , shortl; too ; for if we look back on a past life it appears but 
t ver; short span, and whalerer we maj think of the rest of life, 
it win jet be found of less duration ; u we grow oUer die dajs 
seem to grow shorter, and our Intimacj with time ever lessens the 
perception of his stay. Then let us take comfort now, for we
